frame or bury outside, covering with coal ashes. After 
about 6 weeks, the pots may be brought into a cool room 
and later to a warm sunny window for bringing into 
flower. Succession of blooms may be enjoyed by bring- 
ing in a pot every ten days or two weeks.

BEDDING: Select a well-drained location with good 
soil, prepare bed thoroughly, adding well-rotted com- 
post, if possible.

should be removed in early spring.
